BONES IN RUINS

Danville, Ill., July 27.—Considerable 
excitement has been created in the 
vicinity of Wellington, Iroquois coun- 
ty, by the discovery of some bones 
in the ashes of a barn on the farm 
of John Lockhart, which was burned 
Saturday night.

Wil- 
liam Deckhard, a neighbor, saw an 
automobile enter the barnyard Sat- 
urday evening about dusk and imme 
diately after it departed the fire broke 
out that destroyed the barn and the 
Lockhart home. 

Mr. Lockhart and family were ab- 
sent at the time and declare they left 
the barr doors open. When Deckhard 
arrived the doors were locked. Cor- 
oner Skiff is on the ground making an 
investigation on the theory that one 
or more murders have been committed 
and that the bodies were disposed of 
by placing them in the barn and fir- 
ing it.

It is not the 
kind of change that can be effected 
piecemeal. Those Irishmen who claim 
to anticipate England or Austsalia or 
Canada in this matter are committing 
themselves to the complete separatfon 
of ot ogee from England as an inde- 
pendent state. Now, in this'they may 


. be wise or unwise; but in either case 


they cut themselves adrift from the 
British Labor party. The disruption 
of the commonwealth may be a good 
thing for all parties; but it is not the 
job of the Labor party. Should it be 
accomplished, the Labor party will 
immediately seek to recombine the 
British and Irish workers,’ and unite 
them by as many bonds as possible.

The course of events in Eurupe during recent 
months has shown not only that the league of na- 
tions failed but that it was never intended to suc- 
ceed.

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THE NEW UNITED STATES ARMY. 
New aaa from Washington report that 
the Unlled States military establishment is being 
revolutionized under the new army reorganization 
bill which be@mme effective July 1. Under the bill 
it is planned to have a regular army force of 295.000 
_ officers and men in this country and its insular pos- 
sessions, W&h a national guard of 440,000 afficers 
and men under the jurisdiction of the war depart- 
nent. 
Pia | That would mean a force of 735,000 men available 
ny i in emergency, besides reserves, if it were recruited 
up to the point planned. In the absence of vniver- 
sal training such a force would be invaluable in 
emergency if it were brought to the numt and 
state of efficiency planned. There is the rub. 

While providing—on paper—for an army of 
735,000. the bill makes no adequate provision for 
obtaining men for such an army. Worse than that, 
it administers or attempts to administer an opiate | 
to the most aggressive influences for adequate 
preparedness. It deceives the public into believing 
that the national defense has been provided for. 
That very deception works against the recruiting 
necessary to provide even the defense outlined. 

The bill provides high commissions for regular 
army men and hational guard officers, thus offering 
an opiate to the men who should lead the move. 
ment for an adequate defense. | 

is it a coincidence that our army has failed 
produce a single critic of war department misman. 
agement, or a single leader toward reform? 

No army can be made up of generals, majof gen- 
-crais, and brigadier generals. It must have com- 
bat officers, noncommissioned officers, and privates. 

Until these are provided the new army bil] is a 

peril rather than a protection to the nation. The 

army is a paper army. 

Perhaps it can be recruited to the strength sug- 
gested. But the past recruiting records of the 
national guard in times of peace do not hold out 

peat hope. Much must be done to attract sufficient 
Bumbers of young men into the guard, 

Under the new law the business of attracting 
recrujts remains largely a matter of the personal 
magnetism of the officers. Good officers have been 
named in Illinois by Gov. Lowden to supervise the 
upbullding and training of the guard. They must 
have the assistance of subordinates of equa! ability 
in relation to the commissions they hold. 

In emergency the public will look to these officers 
and the men they recruit and train for the defense 

e of home and country. They are attempting a rea! 
service and prepafing for a greater service if need 

_ be. An intelligent if not a grateful citizenry will do’ 
them honor, give them thanks, apd render them 
assistance in every ‘way possible. Withott such | 
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| encouragement our army as at present planned can 


never reach the effectiveness sought or meet the 
emergencies possible.

The quarrel between factions of women as to 
whether they should tag or not tag In the interests 
of the Protestant Children’s home again brings up 
the subject of disorganized charity.

When one reads in the newspapers, as in the 
present case, a statement fromthe director of the 
charity involved that the tag day plans have 
been abandoned, one is slow to respond to the 
appeal of the woman who rattles a coin box and 
dangles a tag in his face.

Coal association, has issued a warning from Wash- 
ington to the bituminous coal operators that their 
failure to meet the urgent fuel needs of the 
country at this time is driving the entire industry 
toward continuous government control. Such a 
warning fré6m such a source puts the coal tndustry 
detinitefy on the defensive. 

The stock excuse of insufficient car supply, 
while a good one, seems insufficient. The point in 
which the public its most interested {s tHat suffi- 


‘cient coal is rot being made available at the fur- 


nace mouth, whether the furnace be one which 
runs a factory or heats water in an apartment 
house. The northwest is short 6,000,000 tons of 
the supply normally available to it at this time. 
New England supplies are far below normal. Chi- 
cago, almost at the pit thouth compared to the 
others, is dangerously short. ! 

The operators blame the railroads. The dealers 
blame the operators. The consumers blame the 
dealers. All that accomplishes little. What the 
public wants is. coal, and-coal at a reasonable price. 
It has reason to believe that such coal as it obtains 
is frequently not at a reasonable price. These are 
the facts behind Mr. Morrow’s warning. 

Those coal firms which are honest and straight- 


forward in their dealings with the question have 
nothing to fear from a complete *exposé of condi- | 


tions. Indeed, they have everything to gain. 
Charges have been made that mines which sup- 


ply coal for export from Atlantic ports are making 
no complaints of car shortage. 


Prices ranging 
from $10 *o $20 a ton for such export coal have 


been reported. Holding of cars in yards for higher 
prices, the distributors willingly paying demyrrage 
for the increased profits, has been openly charged. 
(f such @ movement starts it ts impossible to tore: If these jhings are not true, honest operators, 
jobbers, and dealers should be glad to prove them 
untrue. 


A most convincing proof would be improvement 
in the Supply. Without such proof Mr. Morrow’s 
warning is well founded. If the honest operators, 
jobbers, and dealers allow the dishonest ones to 
bring the industry into much greater disrepute 
than at present, they need expect no sympathy or 


assistance if the government finally takes gontrol 
of the entire business.

R. H. M. BIGGS, health comm!s- 
sioner of New York state, cirou- 
lates’a@ list of symptoms, any one 
of which ohserved in a child sug- 
gests the need for further observation. 
The symptom may pass away without 
further development, for children devel- 
Op symptoms on alight provocation. On 
the other’hand, any one may be a warn 
ing finger pointing to some danger which 
lean be lessened by intelligent attention. 
Most children’s diseases begin with the 
following easily observed symptoms: 
Disinclination to study or play (most 
parents with more than one child have 
learned to be on guard when this abnor- 
mality in conduct is in evidence), un- 
usual tired feeling, drowsiness, lack lus- 
ter of eyes, cheeks flushed or pallid. 
These symptoms of fever may be the be- 
ginning of bowel or stomach trouble, 
an acute infectious disease or a cold. 


Chills always demand attention. A 
chill may mean the onset of an acute in- 
fection. It may mean malaria. 
Vomiting may be due to indigestion. 
It may mean the onset of scarlet fever 
or other communicable disease. 
| Nervousness, restlessness, irritability 
may be due to eyestrain, skin disorder, 
or insufficient sleep; may indicate St. 
Vitus dance, epilepsy, or beginning of a 
disease of brain or spinal cord. 


| Cough may be the beginning of whoop- 


ing cough, tuberculosis, measles, or a 
simple cold. 
Loss of weight, if associated with slight 


fever, swollen glands of neck, a lump 


culosis. 

Cold in the head may be simple cory- 
za. If associated with .red eyes may 
mean measies or German measles. 
| Ballor may be due to anemia. If ac- 
companied by puffiness of face may 
mean kidney trouble.

H. F. writes: “I am prompted by re- 
cent references in your column to the 
calcium chloride treatment for hay. fe- 
ver to relate my éxperiences with that 
treatment. I took three grams of <@!- 
ctum chloride daily from July 15, 1916, 
to Oct. 1, 1917, and resumed the treat- 
ment from Aug. 1, 1918, to Oct. 1, 1918. 
Although I have taken calcjum chloride 
during three hay fever seasons and con- 
tinued’ the treatment one year between 
seasons, my hay fever (ragweed variety) 
was not improved. The only important 
effect was polyuria. During the 1919 
season I took no calcium chloride and 
had very little hay fever. Inquiry 
among my acquaintances who are also 
afflicted revealed the fact 
too, had little hay fever, presumably 
because of the wet weather in August 
and September.”

Trenton, N. J., July .27.—Gov. Ed- 
wards today ordered a sweeping inves- 
tigation into the management of the

Barton’s Bumper Crop Is 
Worth $11 500,000. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 

Great Bend, Kas., July 27.--[Special.] 
Barton county is the banner wheat 
county of Kansas this year, with an 
estimated yield of 4,600,000 bushels, 
valued at $11,500,000. It has a popula- 
tion of 18,000, which means its wheat 
output this year is worth $640 per 
capita for every man, woman, and child 
in the county, to say nothing of the 
corn and other products. It has had no 
harvest labor shortage. Much of the 
thrashing has been finished and the 
floating labor has been filtering away 
to Nebraska and other fields, following 
the ripening grain.
